Plano Indepndent School District 
officials have expressed relief that 
Texas Legislature passed a $945.5 
million school finance bill Friday 
afternoon. 
“This bill will provide Plano ad­ 
ditional state funds as well as require 
a Local Fund Assignment increase 
that is significantly less than what we 
would have had if a new bill had not 
been 
adopted,” 
explained 
the 
district’s legislative liaison Jerry 
Smith. 
“We will have to wait until we 
receive an official printout from the 
Texas Education Agency before we 
know exactly how much the bill will 
provide us,” Smith said. “But at least 
we will now be able to procede with 
development of our 1977-78 school 
year budget.” 
Smith 
praised 
Sen. 
Peyton 
McKnight, who represents Plano, for 
excellent leadership in obtaining 
Senate concurrence of House changes 
in the bill. 
“ Peyton 
made 
the 
motions 
necessary to get the bill to the full 
Senate for the concurring vote,” 
Smith said. “Both he and Rep. Bob 
Hendricks continued to provide the 
excellent support for a sound finance 
program in the special session that 
they provided during the regular 
session.” 
Smith also noted that forceful 
leadership by Speaker Bill Clayton 
was important in obtaining House 


approval of the bill Thursday. 
“Speaker Clayton worked very 
closely and cooperatively with the 
Texas School Administrators Council 
in shaping a beneficial plan that will 
distribute funds equally to the state’s 
urban, suburban and rural school 
districts,” Smith said.

Bottle Pals Span Width of Ocean

Beachcombers often dream of finding buried treasure 
as they wander across Texas beaches, but a Plano family 
recently found a memento of a different sort. 
The Steve Webbs of 1517 Amherst were in Galveston for 
a short holiday last month when they found the traditional 
message in a bottle. The author wasn’t asking for help, 
but she did want to know who received her message and 
where. 
Fourteen-year-old Cecily Gluck tossed the bottle off a 
ferry on April 6, 1973, on her way to Nantucket Island off 
the coast of Massachusetts. 
“Whoever finds this bottle gets good luck and my best 
wishes,” she penned. 
More than four years later the Webb family found the 
Pepsi bottle tossed up among the rocks at the Galveston 
seawall. The message, wrapped in plastic and sealed 
tightly with tape, was untouched by seawater. 
No one knows, of course, how many miles the bottle 
traveled, but Webb theorized that it must have floated a 
long way out before the currents swept it back to the Gulf 
of Mexico. 
“The chances of that bottle reaching anywhere are 
pretty slim ;” he pointed out. “It’s ironic it didn’t break on 
the seawall either. I just happened to see it while we all 
were out looking for seashells.” 
The Webbs wrote Gluck to let her know that her 
message had finally been received. She replied that she is 
now a waitress and plans to enroll in Hampshire College 
next fall. Hampshire College, by the way, is located in 
Amhurst, Mass. 


Numerous calls and complaints 
have been received by the police

According to the calls received, the 
organization proposes to patrol in the 
vicinity of a citizen’s home and fur­ 
nish protection to the resident for a set 
monthly fee.

registering com plaints about the 
approaches used by those soliciting 
from Plano residents. 
“We have been aware for some time 
of the solicitation for this service and 
while we do not believe that such 
added protection is necessary,” noted 
Chief Duane Kinsey, “it is up to the 
individual citizen whether he wishes 
to participate. We do, however, in 
response to questions and complaints 
from our citizens wish to make some 
points clear.” 


“We have not endorsed this service, 
nor will we endorse any such ser­ 
vice,” 
he 
stressed. 
‘‘Such 
organizations do not have police 
powers although it has been reported 
to us that 
they 
have 
been 
so 
represented. We seriously question 
the protection that can be provided for 
the fee reportedly charged. 
“It has been reported to us,” con­ 
tinued the chief, “that statements 
have been made that the police 
department takes about 15 minutes to 
respond to requests for service when, 
in fact, the response time by the Plano 
Police Dept, for all calls is ap­ 
proximately five minutes. Those of an 
emergency nature are, of course, 
usually responded to more quickly.” 
The chief also urged that citizens, 
who are approached in reference to 
this or any other sales effort ask to see 
a solicitor’s permit which must be 
carried for this type of solicitation and 
then to insist that all facts be put in 
writing before subscribing to any such 
service.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Carter’s energy 
program hasn’t even gotten 
through Congress yet and 
already it is having an im­ 
pact on the economy. 
New types of business and 
technological enterprises 
are springing up everywhere 
in anticipation of changing 
fuel needs and altered life 
.styles 
Perhaps 
the 
biggest 
spinoff thus far is the 
production of solar energy 
feasibility studies. 
Solar 
energy 
itself 
remains virtually untapped 
But feasibility studies are 
txioming 
It s a rare week that 
doesn’t see the issuance of at 
least one voluminous report, 
and this week has seen two. 
The Congressional Office 
of Technology Assessment 
has shared with us the fruits 
of 
its 
analysis 
of 
the 
feasibility of small solar 
energy units. I shall not 
burden you with the details 
here Suffice it to say they 
are 
above 
average 
in 
feasibility. 
More typical is the long­ 


awaited Alvason Report. It 
presents the findings of my 
neighbor, Ed Alvason, who 
conducted a solar energy 
study at Buttermilk Beach, 
N C., over the Fourth of July 
weekend. 
His experim ents were 
directed at ascertaining 
whether solar energy might 
offer a feasible means of 
turning the human body into 
an alternate source of in­ 
candescent light. 
“ Incandescence 
means 
that something emits visible 
light as a result of being 
heated,” Alvason told me in 
releasing his report. 
“ If solar energy could be 
used to heat the body to the 
point where it glowed in the 
dark, that obviously would 


Ik* an important new form of 
illumination — both cheap 
and plentiful. 
“ I spent three days on the 
beach absorbing solar rays 
with my body, particularly 
my back and the tops of my 
feet. However, the results 
were what we scientists call 
ambigious. 
“ As 
my 
wife 
had 
theorized, my skin turned a 


radiant shade of red. I could 
even feel it radiating. 
“That night when I turned 
off the light to go to bed, I 
cduld read a newspaper by 
my insteps. T hat’s how 
radiant they were.” 
I said, “Why were you 
reading a newspaper after 
you had gone to bed?” 
“My back was radiating so 
much I couldn’t sleep,” 
Alvason explained. 
“That’s wonderful!” I ex­ 
claimed. “It appears you 
have found a new way to 
save electricity. Wait till 
Jimmy Carter hears about 
this.” 
“ Don’t tell him yet,” 
Alvason cautioned. “There 
are still some bugs to work 
out. The main problem is 
duration. 
“I found that skin that has 
been incandesced by solar 
energy soon begins to peel, 
which causes it to lose its 
radiance.” 
That seems to be what 
happens with most solar 
energy feasibility studies. 
When you get to the bottom 
line, you run into the fine 
print. 


No Applause, Please 


Federal Highway Administra­ 
tor William Cox may be expect­ 
ing a round of applause for 
scrapping an announced plan to 
begin conversion of U.S. high­ 
way signs to the metric system 
next year. He says his mail was 
running overwhelmingly against 
the change. 
But w e’re not in the cheering 
section, even if it’s comfortable 
to go on reckoning distance and 
speed in railes and m iles per 
hour. When Congress adopted 
the Metric Conversion Act of 
1975 it recognized the ultimate 
benefit in weaning the United 
States, one of the last holdouts, 
off the old English system of 
weights and measures. It pro­ 
vided that conversion would be 
voluntary, and set no tim etables, 
but the act represents a com m it­ 
ment that government agencies 
should be taking seriously — and 


uniformly. 
Highway departments in 24 
states are moving into metric 
road signs even if Mr. Cox’s fed­ 
eral agency is not. The federal 
government parceled out $2.1 
m illion in grants to public 
schools last year to help put 
metric into classrooms. The U.S. 
Geological Survey is converting 
to metric maps. The Agriculture 
Department is issuing crop yield 
data in metrics. Many industries 
are well along with conversion 
programs, as auto mechanics 
and grocery shoppers, among 
others, are finding out. 
Getting used to metric m eas­ 
ure isn’t going to be easy for peo­ 
ple who grew up with the old sys­ 
tem, but Mr. Cox is simply tak­ 
ing the easy way out with his de­ 
cision to postpone a switchover 
in highway signs that is bound to 
come sooner or later.

AUSTIN—Indicted State 
Supreme Court Justice Don 
Yarbrough 
admitted 
his 
guilt to a hastily called 
news conference last week 
but did little else to clear 
up the confusion surround­ 
ing his future plans. 
Yarbrough, 
while 
con­ 
fessing 
to 
“my 
wrong­ 
doings” 
and 
“my 
sins 
against God and the peo­ 
ple who elected me their 
servant” refused to elabo­ 
rate on the scope of the 
sins or whether or not he 
planned to resign from the 
bench of the state's high­ 
est court. 
Yarbrough’s 
confession 
came at a press conference 
called in the Supreme Court 
chambers amidst tight se­ 
curity and with his wife 
and three small children 
looking on. 
He stuck strictly to the 
terse, if somewhat confus­ 
ing, 
prepared 
statement, 
refused to answer report­ 
ers’ questions afterwards, 
and 
reportedly left town 
with 
his family immedi­ 
ately following the short 
■session. 
Yarbrough was indicted 
June 30 by a Travis Coun­ 
ty grand jury on felony 
charges 
of 
forgery 
and 
aggravated perjury. 
One day earlier, Hous­ 
ton Dist. Atty. Carol Vance, 
disclosed tapes he said were 
of Yarbrough plotting the 
murder of a Victoria bank­ 
er 
who 
gave 
testimony 
against the jurist in an­ 
other proceeding. 
Armed with these tapes 


and the record of the grand 
jury, the Judicial Qualifi­ 
cations 
Commission 
met 
July 2 in a closed door 
session 
and 
announced 
later it would proceed with 
efforts to have Yarbrough 
removed from the Supreme 
Court bench. 
At the same time, House 
Speaker Bill Clayton an­ 
nounced a removal hearing 
would be held by the House 
of Representatives on July 
15 during the special ses­ 
sion. 
The resolution introduced 
by three House members, 
calls for Gov. Dolph Bris­ 
coe to remove Yarbrough 
from office. The governor 
has no choice but to com­ 
ply 
if the 
resolution 
is 
adopted 
by 
a 
two-thirds 
majority of both houses of 


the legislature during the 
session. 
The removal hearing, pt 
which Yarbrough can testi­ 
fy in his own defense, may 
be 
held before a select 
committee or by the full 
House membership acting 
as 
a 
committee 
of 
the 
whole. 
The 35-year-old former 
Houston attorney also faces 
disbarment proceedings. He 
is the first sitting judge 
of the Supreme Court to 
ever be indicted.

The most recent proposal to revise postal rates is 
cruel deception 
Postmaster General Benjamin Bailar has recom­ 
mended that two types of first-class mail be established 
one for business and one for individuals. He suggests 
that a differentiation be made in firstclass postal rates, 
businesses would pay 16 cents per letter, while in­ 
dividuals would continue to pay the present 13 cent 
rate. 
On the surface, Mr. Bailar’s proposal — one which 
has the apparent approval of President Carter — 
sounds like a practical answer to the financial 
problems which beset the U.S. Postal Service. But 
when one thinks about it for a minute or two, it’s ob­ 
vious that the postmaster general’s plan is flawed. 
Mr Bailar’s proposal gives the impression that the 
average user of the postal system would not be 
assessed additional costs The flaw is that the ad­ 
ditional three-cent fee businesses will have to pay 
inevitably will be passed on to consumers. 
Imagine a company which mails out a quarter- 
million bills a month. There are at least two such 
companies in New Hampshire. Mr. Bailar’s plan would 
mean an additional three-cents postage per bill, or 
$7,500 in additional postage a montn. m is would mean 
an added cost of doing business in the amount of $80,000 
a year As a legitimate cost of doing business, that 
would have to be passed on to the consumer in the form 
of higher prices for products or higher rates for ser­ 
vices. 
There has been much talk of discontinuing Saturday 
mail delivery. This seems more logical than the 
juggling of postal rates. If Saturday deliveries were to 
be eliminated, the postmaster general estimates that 
$400 million a year could be saved A fringe benefit 
which could be realized is the saving of some 20 million 
gallons of gasoline. 
Saturday mail delivery is nice to have. But can we 
really afford the luxury? A public opinion survey taken 
by the A.C. Nielson organization indicates that 79 per 
cent of the public is willing to accept fiveday deliveries 
if postage rates could be kept down. That seems to be 
the way to go.

Postmaster General Benamin F. Bailar’s new 
proposal for first class postage rates — 16 cents for 
business mail, 13 cents for individuals — should be 
returned to sender. 
He says that his new rates would all but erase the 
deficit of the Postal Service. This would be laudable, 
particularly if efficiency will also be improved, but Mr. 
Bailar’s scheme is not the way to do it. 
First, most business mail is much less burden to the 
postal system than is mail sent by individuals, so why 
charge more for it? 
As anyone who has read many envelopes knows, 
handwritten addresses are a major problem in getting 
the mail delivered. The new citizen rate would only 
encourage handwriting, at a time when it is not even 
being taught in many schools, and when personal 
typewriters have done much to clear up the address 
problem 
But the worst aspect of the postmaster’s proposals is 
that they include higher rates — and that simply means 
those who use the mail would be pouring good money 
after bad.” 


San Diego Tribune 
The federal bureaucracy is accustomed to coping 
with difficult problems. It has developed the food 
stamp to expedite purchase of food by the needy and 
has toyed with the concept of energy stamps to ease the 
home-heating burden of the poor and the elderly. In 
periods of emergency, it introduced gas stamps, meat 
stamps and sugar stamps to assure equitable 
distribution of essentials in short supply. 
Could anything be more logical than a “stamp 
stamp”? 
Applicants for the authorization to purchase 13-cent 
stamps would merely have to prove that they were 
"individuals” and that they were capable of hand­ 
writing an address. 
“Stamp stamps” would be redeemable at all post 
offices — but not for business-reply mail, of course.” 


Morning Advocate, Baton Rouge, La. 
If the subject were not so serious, the arguments that 
safety devices for vehicles interfere with individual 
freedom would be downright amusing. 
Battle lines are being drawn over the decisison to 
require air bags in automobiles, an administration 


decision which will stand unless the Congress in 60 days 
acts to forbid the regulation which will require air 
bags, or passive restraints, to be installed in 
automobiles beginning with the 1982 models. 
Individual liberty is sacred to Americans, but the 
invocation of the words when it comes to such matters 
as public safety is just too much malarkey for most 
Americans to stomach. The right of Americans to die in 
their cars is not a constitutional guarantee, and the 
need for the protection of those who don’t want to die in 
their cars is as compelling as any argument that can be 
made for the “right” to operate a car without air bags. 
There would be no argument over the right of an 
individual to die, if death could be assured for those 
who refuse to observe ordinary safety precautions on 
motorcycles and in automobiles. 
Many do die 
needlessly for want of individual safety practices, but 
some live on to become burdens to their families and 
the rest of society. 
The statistics on deaths resulting from riders 
slamming into windshields, dashboards or steering 
wheels are too awesome to longer delay requirement of 
passive restraints, such as air bags, in cars. The 
Transportation Department estimates air bags could 
save 9,000 to 12,000 lives each year and prevent 100,000 
to 200,000 injuries. These figures alone ought to be 
enough to debunk those obfuscating arguments about 
the “right” of Americans to go to hell (or heaven) on a 
motorcycle or in an automobile unfettered by safety 
devices that are in the interest of the rest of the 
population.

OPEC is moving to close ranks, ending what hopes 
there were for an early breakup of the oil cartel. 
Although the move may mean a new floor under prices, 
it could help the West in the long run. 
Reality comes hard — and by fits and starts — since 
the cartel began jacking up the price of energy and thus 
weakening the economic fabric of the world. Bereft of 
bargain prices from the vast Mideast oil pool, con­ 
sumer nations have been forced to go farther and 
deeper, at greater cost, to find fresh supplies. 
Yet waste is still widespread. Few in government or 
in private industry have laid plans for a new era in 
which energy will gradually get scarce and costs will 
continue to rise. Consumers, who can cope only by 


using less, conserve less than they might. 
... It would be nice if the cartel would crack and end 
its extortion, but it isn’t going to happen. So the world is 
going to have to learn to cope with it, by being more 
resourceful and less wasteful.

So far, France, Germany and Japan have ignored 
President Carter’s call for a worldwide halt in nuclear 
breeder reactor development. Hopefully, the U.S. 
Congress will follow suit. 
France, farther along the nuclear road than any 
other European nation, and Germany, not far behind, 
have agreed to cooperate in the development and sale 
of breeder reactors despite U.S. opposition. 
That decision by two of the most advanced countries 
virtually guarantees the widespread use of the 
breeders as quickly as they can export expertise and 
equipment. 
It makes any U.S. effort to halt breeder development 
futile. Maybe that’s why the Energy Research and 
Development Administration has awarded contracts to 
U.S. manufacturers for two $20 million prototype 
generators for commercial breeder plants. 
The arguments for and against the breeder reactors 
are complex, but it appears that the advanced in­ 
dustrial countries, including the U.S. have opted for the 
breeder. 
The indications are that the breeder is not going to be 
stopped, even by the President of the most powerful 
nation in the world.

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Sun Means Fun, But Don’t Overdo 


Heatstrokes Can Spell Death 


The sun will shine too hot 
for many of us this summer. 
A few even will die from it. 
Death from heatstroke 
(also known as sunstroke) is 
much more common than 
statistics show, says Dr. 
James P Knochel, professor 
of internal medicine at The 
University of Texas South­ 
western Medical School at 
Dallas and a well-known 
expert on heat injuries. 
“These deaths usually are 
ascribed to something other 
than 
heatstroke,” 
Dr. 
Knochel says, “ because 
heatstroke 
is preventable 
and acknowledgement of its 
occurrence 
is 
em ­ 
barrassing.” 
As an example he cites the 
case of a Houston high school 
athlete who died of heat­ 
stroke in 1975. It was ex- 
i remely hot and humid when 
he 15-year-old reported for 
he first day of football 
practice late that summer. 
“ He collapsed and was 
taken 
to 
a 
community 
hospital where by the time 
they figured out what was 
wrong with him he was 
three-fourths cooked,” Dr. 
Knochel says. (The body 
temperature of a heatstroke 
victim may rise to the point 
that tissues and organs 
literally are cooked.) 
“The cause of death was 
reported as liver and kidney 
failure—not heatstroke,” he 
continues “ I think we have 
cases like this every year, 
but we usually don’t hear 
about them except through 
the grapevine.” 
This kind of heatstroke, 
erm e d 
“ e x e r tio n a l” 
heatstroke, is caused by heat 
generated during muscle 
activity, 
in other 
words, 
luring exercise or work. 'Die 
heat accum ulates faster 
hun the body can dissipate 
it. Exertional heatstroke can 
affect 
any 
person 
who 
overexerts himself. 
The other type, “classic” 
aeatstroke, occurs with or 
without exertion and is 
jsually 
caused 
by 
an 
inability of the circulatory 
system to respond to heat 
stress. The result is that not 
enough sweat is produced to 
cool the body. 
The heart is the key to a 
person’s ability to cope with 
heat, Dr. Knochel explains. 
“ It must increase its output 
in order to pump the hot 
blood to the skin surface 
where the heat is then 
dissipated by sweating.” 
A number of conditions 
make an individual more 
susceptible to heatstroke, 
including heart disease,

obesity, the use of certain 
drugs, and alcoholism and 
diabetes (both of which can 
result in dehydration and 
malnutrition). 
“A lot of the heatstroke 
patients we see in Dallas are 
fat people who are not ac­ 
customed to the heat,” Dr. 
Knochel 
says. 
“Some of 
them take diuretics (drugs 
which decrease body fluids) 
to lose weight, which really 
makes it dangerous for them 
to work in the heat because 
their 
blood 
volume 
is 
inadequate.” 
When someone has 
a 
heatstroke, they are in a 
coma: 
that is, they are 
unresponsive to any external 
stim u la tio n . 
Sw eating 
usually ceases, so their skin 
is dry, extremely hot to 
touch, and flushed. 
(In contrast, those suf­ 
fering from a less serious 
heat illness, heat exhaustion, 
will be sweating and may 
still be conscious. Usually 
they feel weak and just need 
water and rest.) 
The body temperature of 
heatstroke victims usually 
exceeds 106 degrees. 
“If 
their temperature reaches 
108 degrees the heat starts 
altering proteins, which are 
what the whole body is made 
of. What happens is every 
tissue and organ—including 
the brain—gets cooked. At 
that temperature you are 
likely to have permanent 
brain damage.” 
Untreated, heatstroke is 
always fatal, he adds. 
First aid for heatstroke 
victims aims to lower the 
body temperature as quickly 
as possible. “ Your first 
inclination might be to call 
an ambulance,” Dr. Knochel 
says, “ But the victim could 
die before the ambulance 
gets there.” 
Instead, the first thing to 
do is get the victim out of the 
sun, remove his clothes, and 
then douse him with water. 
Use a piece of his clothing, or 
whatever is available, to fan 
him. 
The goal is to imitate the 


sweat mechanism, he ex­ 
plains. “ If you lick the back 
of your hand and blow on it, 
your skin immediately will 
feel cooler. 
The 
sweat 
mechanism is based on the 
same principle: as sweat 
evaporates from the skin it 
cools the body. 
“Using this technique as 
first aid, you might have the 
heatstroke 
victim 
half­ 
cooled by the time the 
ambulance arrives ” 
During hot and humid 
w eather am bulances and 
hospital emergency rooms 
should be stocked with 
plenty of ice. Ice massages 
and ice baths are used by 
trained personnel to further 
lower the victim ’s body 
tem perature. 
“ The 
im ­ 
portant thing is to be 
prepared so that when 
heatstroke 
patients are 
brought 
in, 
they 
are 
diagnosed 
and 
treated 
prom ptly,” 
the 
Dallas 
physician says. 
Humidity is an important 
factor leading to heatstroke 
because 
if 
the 
air 
is 
saturated, sweat will not 
evaporate. Sweat that is 
rolling off and dripping is not 
effective in cooling the body, 
so the person feels hot and 
uncomfortable. 
Clothing is another con­ 
tributing factor. If the body 
is all covered up in heavy 
clothing, 
sweat 
cannot 
evaporate. 
Dr. Knochel recommends 
that unless you are fully 
acclimated, you should not 
do 
anything 
strenuous 
during the middle of the day 
when the temperature is 
above 90 degrees and the 
humidity is above 40 per­ 
cent. On such days, exercise 
should be done in the early 
morning and late evening, 
when the sun and heat are 
less intense. 
Also, drink plenty of 
water—before, during and 
after exercising, he says. 
“We now know that you can 
inciease your performance 
by about 20 percent if you 
load up with water before 


exercising.” 
Dehydration causes 
a 
major share of the deaths 


that occur in young athletes, 
he points out. “Not only 
should coaches provide the 
kids with water, but they 
should make sure that they 
drink it. You wouldn’t drive 
your car very far without 


water in the radiator, would 
you?” 
Dehydration can cause the 
salt concentration in the 
blood to go extremely high 
“...and the excess salt draws 
water out of the brain, 


turning it into a prune.” 
For 
this 
reason, 
the 
practice of taking salt 
tablets before exercising is 
highly dangerous. “If you 
take salt without drinking a 
lot of water, there is no way 
your kidneys can get rid of 


the excess. The result may 
be dehydration and brain 
damage.” 
Salt and the other essential 
nutrients lost in sweat should 
be taken during meals as 
part of a balanced diet, he 
adds.

DENVER (UPI) - The 
heavy breather or intoner of 
obscene words on the other 
end of the telephone may be 
an 
acquaintance, 
an 
exhibitionist or a juvenile 
out for laughs. 
More than 450,000 obscene 
phone calls were reported in 
the United States last year, 
ranging from lustful panting 
to outright threats of sexual 
assau lt. 
The 
num ber 
unreported ranges in the 
millions. 
“ Like any other crime, 
you find a wide range of 
people committing it,” said 
Dr. John MacDonald of the 
Colorado M edical C enter 
Psychiatric Department. 
“ But 
generally, 
your 
obscene phone caller is not 
your rapist or the guy that 
will assault you. It is either a 
juvenile getting his kicks or 
an older guy getting his 
kicks in another way.” 
Obscene phone calls have 
been traced to unknown co­ 
workers, grocery store stock 
boys and classm ates who 
derived satisfactio n from 
their victim ’s 
shock and 
disgust, MacDonald said.

are thought of as harm less, 
and the vast m ajority don’t 
go beyond indecent rem arks. 
But some do go beyond. 
Some are dangerous and 
pose a genuine threat to their 
victim s,” said MacDonald.

because 
they 
are 
rarely 
apprehended, 
he 
said. 
Behavior modification, or a 
system of rewards for more 
ap p ro p riate activ ity , has 
been effective in some cases. 
Police records indicate a 
large portion of the calls 
come from juveniles, usually 
occurring at night 
and 
during the sum m er. He said 
the nocturnal tendency may 
stem from parental absence. 
“ Most of the calls are 
made by juveniles for fun 
and gam es,” said Sgt. Lou 
A lverson of the D enver 
Police Department. “ They 
a re 
generally 
m ade 
at 
random — they dial 
a 
number and if they get a 
female they try to lead her 
on.” 
Obscene phone calls for 
juveniles are a sophisticated 
form 
of 
h arassm en t, 
Alverson said, and chances 
of the youths turning up are 
“ slim .” 
Callers who use a phone 
contact as a prelude to rape 


do 
exist, 
A lverson 
and 
MacDonald said, although 
most achieve their goal from 
the woman’s distress at the 
call. 
A loud w histle, blown 
directly into the phone, has 
proved 
an 
effective 
d eterren t, he said. Jim 
Grisenti of Mountain Bell 
also 
recom m ended 
the 
whistle blast method, but 
said other m ethods a re 
available. 
D epending on the the 
frequency of the verbal 
a ttack s, 
G risenti 
said 
changing the phone number 
or having the calls traced 
are alternatives. 
Obscene phone calls, in 
Colorado, are classed as a 
m i s d e m e a n o r 
a n d 
punishable by up to six 


months in jail and a $750 
fine. However, Alverson said 
few callers are convicted 
and most of those receive 
suspended sentences under a 
psychiatrist’s care. 
Women react differently to 
the callers, MacDonald said, 
with most hanging up im­ 
mediately, some listening in 
fright and fascination and a 
few remaining on the line for 
longer periods. 
“ Occasionally a woman 
will say she has spoken to the 
caller for over an hour.”

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Reading Skills May Not Be Declining 


Tile answer to the $64,000 
question "why can’t Johnny 
read?" well may be "but, he 
can. 
It depends on which test 
surveys are most accurate, 
say Drs Jay Samuels of the 
University of Minnesota and 
Wayne Otto of the University 
of Wisconsin-Madison. 
The 
two 
professors 
recently 
conducted 
a 
reading seminar in Dallas 
sponsored by the Federation 
of 
North 
Texas 
Area 
Universities, which includes 
North 
Texas 
State 


University, East Texas State 
University 
and 
Texas 
Woman’s University. 
Although college entrance 
exams have shown a decline 
in reading, "it’s only fair to 
mention another survey, the 
N A E P 
( N a t i o n a l 
Assessment of Education 
Progress). It does not find a 
drop in reading per se," said 
Dr. Samuels. "In fact, it 
shows a slight increase over 
a period of about 
five 
years." 
The test, he said, 
is 
"census-like" and is funded 


by the federal government. 
"The purpose of testing is to 
find out what people know, 
and this test covers reading 
abilities in various areas: 
lite ra l 
com prehension, 
following directions, making 
inferences and so on," Dr. 
Samuels added. 
People from all areas of 
the country are tested in four 
separate 
age 
groups, 
ranging from age nine to 
adulthood, 
and 
divided 
according 
to 
four 
geographical sections of the 
country. 
Scores also are 


studied in terms of race, size 
of cities where participants 
live, etc. 
There are a number of 
studies that have shown no 
appreciable 
decline 
in 
reading 
abilities, 
Dr. 
Samuels said. 
"When we look at test 
scores we have no evidence 
that test scores are drop­ 
ping," he noted.

Princess Anne’s wedding on 
the grounds her rank only 
required that she travel by 
limousine, and refused to 
appear on the balcony of 
Buckingham Palace after 
the Queen’s birthday parade

exams. At one point, most 
college-bound students were 
from either middle class or 
upper class 
backgrounds. 
"The reading public has 
vastly expanded," he said. 
"T h ere’s 
a 
broader 
population going to school 
today compared to what 
there was 20 years ago." 
While he noted, "There’s 
been a reduction in time 
spent reading," Dr. Otto 
added that television is not 
necessarily the culprit. "TV 
is an easy out (for persons 
trying to explain a possible 
decrease 
in 
reading 
abilities) just because it’s 
there. People who watch a 
lot of TV are passive parties 
in 
the 
communication 
process. They wouldn’t read 
if the TV weren’t there. 
They’d find something else 
to do. It’s more what people 
watch than how much they 
watch anyway.” 
"Quality” is the word that 
crops up most often in the 
reading 
experts’ 
con­ 


versation. The term is used 
in references to television 
viewing, school systems and 
time spent with parents. 
“Parents are the most 
powerful single influence on 
a young child,’’ Dr. Otto 
said. 
“It’s not the amount of 
time, but the quality of time 
that a parent is available, 
though,” acknowledged Dr. 
Samuels. 
His 
suggestions 
in 
achieving this "q u ality ” 
included 
using 
proper 
language at home, setting 
goals and aspirations for 
children, taking a child on 
educational trips (to zoos, 
museums, etc.) and spen­ 
ding time just talking with 
children. Time and space 
regulations are important, 
too. 
"There should be a time to 
do homework and a place to 
do homework. If you find 
these qualities in a home, it 
doesn’t matter if the people 
are rich or poor, their kids 


will do w ell,” said Dr. 
Samuels. 
Both men pointed out that 
in setting goals for children 
parents should exercise 
common 
sense. 
"You 
wouldn’t expect your kid to 
be a supreme court judge if 
he has p6or control of 
language,” Dr. Samuels 
explained. "But, if he’s extra 
bright you aren't going to set 
his goal at becoming a dit- 
chdigger, either. 
Are schools doing a good 
job of teaching people to 
read? 
"Not especially. 
(Most) 
schools don’t have a well­ 
defined curriculum ,” Dr. 
Otto said. "A lot of schools 
are doing the job, but not 
all." 
Once again, Dr. Samuels 
pointed 
out 
certain 
"quality" aspects that nave 
been achieved by those 
schools doing a good job of 
educating children. 
"They 
have 
certain 
characteristics which other 


schools can copy, imitate or 
model,” he said. These 
characteristics include: 
—high academ ic stan ­ 
dards; 
—well-defined objectives; 
—home-school 
com m u­ 
nication relations ("Parents 
know what’s going on at 
school and work at home to 
foster the school’s goals.” ); 
—reading 
specialist(s); 
—frequent 
evaluations 
structured to make sure 
students 
are 
m eeting 
established objectives; and 
—teacher 
aides 
"who 
really teach." 
“And from the children 
right on up to the superin­ 
tendent there is a ‘can do, 
can succeed’ philosophy," 
"One good teacher can’t 
do it all alone," Dr. Samue’s 
agreed. It’s the same thing 
as having an old beat-up car 
and putting one brand new 
wheel on it. What do you get? 
An old beat-up car with a 
new wheel. System is the 
key."

Light, Airy Furniture 
Adds Illusion of Space

Q. We are retiring and 
moving to smaller quarters 
— a condominium which I 
think we will enjoy very 
much. Our old home had a 
living room which was very 
light and airy and it is the 
only thing I miss because our 
apartment living room is 
fairly small and has few 
windows. 
We are going to buy new 
furniture and can paint or 
paper as we wish so I thought 
perhaps I could compensate 
for some of the darkness in 
the decorating. 
Where should I start? I 
would like to combine some of 
our old things but most of the 
upholstered pieces need re­ 
placing because they are too 
large in scale and are badly 
worn. — T.G.F. 
A. Certainly you should be 
able to compensate for the 
lack of as much natural light 
as you had before. I believe 
an excellent place to start is 
with the feeling you wish to 
create. I wonder if you might 
like to create a lighthearted 
feeling in the room — perhaps 
a garden kind of feeling that 
could be enhanced through 
fabric and pattern and furni­ 
ture design. 
For example, instead of a 


heavy overstuffed sofa, con­ 
sider a settee with gracefully 
curved back and 
arms 
literally engulfed in squashy 
pillows in a variety of cor­ 
related colors and patterns. 
The frame might be in 
white as might be the end 
tables. Or you could combine 
natural rattan or reed com­ 
bined with touches of leather. 
For the cocktail table 
choose a metal frame and top 
it with the gleam of crystal. 
Choose a color scheme that 
is brought in from nature — 
lots of white with brilliant 
clear colors, whatever you 
may choose. If you want to 
carry 
the 
garden 
look 
further, consider a wallpaper 
in a treillage pattern or use 


the treillage on fabric at the 
windows or on the uphol­ 
stered pieces. 
If you’d prefer painted 
walls, choose one of the colors 
from your upholstery palette 
for a dramatic statement and 
do the other three in some­ 
thing quieter. 
Instead 
of 
traditional 
draperies, you might con­ 
sider Roman shades in an in­ 
teresting fabric to coordinate 
with your upholstery. 


Q. My daughter is complet­ 
ing the decorating of her 
room and she needs a window 
treatment for a six-by-six- 
foot window. Her room is 
modern with a graphic cover­ 
ing the whole wall behind her 
bed. 
The graphic colors are 
orange, yellow, dark green 
and lime. She’s added a bent­ 
wood rocker, a bright orange 
table for her television and 
lamp and greenish yellow 
carpeting. 
Underneath the window she 
has a slat bench painted 


yellow with plants. My hus­ 
band made a box frame for 
her mattress. It and her chest 
are stained a natural wood 
color. 
But 
what 
about 
the 
window? — A.B. 
A. It sounds to me like a 
very slim lined venetian blind 
would be great in her room. 
You can get the blinds in any 
color of the rainbow or a 
mixture. 
What about varying the 
blind from orange to yellow to 
lime green to dark green? 
One of the great ad­ 
vantages with the blind is the 
excellent light control it of­ 
fers, as well as the complete 
privacy. In addition, the 
blinds give a smashingly dra­ 
matic and contemporary look 
to a room. 
You should, however, know 
there 
are 
some 
disad­ 
vantages to them. One, they 
are rather expensive, and 
two, they do require more 
maintenance than draperies 
— but can be dusted with a 
vacuum.

Save Money—Make Your Own Shoes 


SEDGWICK, Maine (UPI) 
— You can make yourself a 
pair of shoes for less than 
$25, and they’ll probably 
outlast any shoes you buy, 
says cobbler Chris Lewis 
Clark. 
Ms. Clark, 36, makes her 
own shoes. For about seven 
years, she has earned her 
living by making shoes for 
other people. Now she has 
w ritten 
“ The 
Make-it- 
yourself Shoe Book” (Knopf, 
$10 hardcover, $4.95 paper). 
She went into shoemaking 
as a hobby about a year after 


she quit teaching English in 
California. 
“And a cheap hobby it is,” 
said Ms. Clark, who uses 
hand tools “which cost only 
about $20. 
“The leather costs come 
up to about $7 a pair, and you 
can make shoes right in your 
own living room. 
She is self-taught “ ... 
because there is practically 
no information available to 
anyone who wants to make 
shoes by hand. 
“ I 
felt 
other 
people 
should’nt have to waste six 


years of their life to learn the 
process.” 
The book explains the 
shoe-making process step- 
by-step, 
with 
many 
illustrations and sources for 
materials and supplies. 
Ms. Clark also teaches a 
series of seven-week courses 
at her shop here. It occupies 
one room of the house that 
has been her family’s home 
for 200 years. 
Her 
classes 
usually 
number around seven and 
can include anyone from a 
retired couple to teen-agers. 


“Each student makes at 
least one pair of shoes and 
moccasins," she said. 
The tuition of $25 includes 
tools. Students must buy 
their own leather. 
“The price of leather has 
tripled in the past three 
years, so don't quibble over 
the price," she said. 
Ms. Clark’s custom-made 
shoes go for $30 to $95 per 
pair. 
“ Once 
you’ve 
done 
something 400 times, it’s 
more fun to teach someone 
else.” she said.

Q. Our little girl (she’s 4) 
must think she is native’s gift 
to the world of dance. She 
tries to stand (Hi her toes, 
twirl, go into ballet poses and 
bend her body backward and 
sideways. 
The trouble is that she looks 
awkward and clumsy when 
she does, and we just end up 
laughing at her. 
What do you suggest we do 
about her? 
A. Is she really poorly coor­ 
dinated — in comparison with 
other children her age? If she 
attends a preschool, what do 
the teachers there say? 
Perhaps she is ready for 
some lessons to channel this 
interest of hers. 
Do you really think that a 
four year old is “clumsy” or 
“awkward” because her 
bodily balance isn’t always 
under control? That’s pretty 
young to expect the kind of 
control you apparently feel 
she should have. 
Some child development in­ 
formation about what most 
four year olds are like may 
be helpful to you. Your local 
library or a college instructor 
in this field can lead you to 
basic materials on this sub­ 
ject. 
What seems most worri­ 
some is your lack of informa­ 
tion and tendency to laugh at 
her. Parents can sometimes 


create problems tor their 
children where none existed 
before. 
Q. This ear-piercing thing 
is being carried too far in our 
community, maybe in other 
places too. 
My wife tells me that it’s 
fashionable to pierce ear­ 
lobes in several places these 
days, being able to place an 
earring in each one. 
What bothers me is that she 
intends to have it done for our 
young daughters too. 
Where does this kind of 
butchery of children lead9 
Where will it end? 
A. I learned a long time ago 
that logic doesn’t have much 
influence over the decisions 
one’s wife makes. It is like 
the old line: “I’ve made up 
my mind. Don’t confuse me 
with facts.” (Lest we get in­ 
volved in a male chauvinist 
hassle, it should quickly be 
added that wives often feel 
the same way about their 
husbands’ decisions!) 
Perhaps it will console you 
a bit to recognize that styles 
are bound to change, and 
pierced ears can “fill in” 
when the holes are not in use.

Bringing back souvenirs 
and other mementos is part 
of the fun of visiting foreign 
lands. But there is nothing 
funny about having your 
leopard skin coat, Italian 
salami or Japanese bonsai 
tree confiscated by U.S. 
Customs. 
There are hundreds of 
other 
item s 
which 
are 
prohibited or restricted by 
regulations of various U.S. 
agencies and which are 
enforced by the men of the 
Customs Service. 
Violations 
can 
be 
punishable by confiscation 
or destruction of the banned 
or controlled articles and, 
sometimes, by fines and-or 
imprisonment. 
Narcotics and dangerous 
druc-> are “no-noes.” So are 
obscene 
articles 
and 
publications, 
switchblade 
knives, fireworks or clothing 
and other articles fashioned 
from the skin, shell or other 
parts of hundreds of animals 
and other wildlife on the 
Endangered Species Con­ 
servation list. 
Barred or restricted are 
various fruits, vegetables, 
plants, meats, fish, birds and 
other flora and fauna as a 
precaution against imported 
pests or diseases. The U.S. 
spends some $12 billion a 
year in agricultural damage 
and control programs. 
Everyone entering the 
United States must clear 
through customs. Knowing 
what you can bring in will 
help speed the inspection 
and avoid possible hassles 
and embarrassment. 
Helpful information and 
other tips are contained in 
pamphlets provided without 
charge by the Agriculture 
and Treasury departments 
in Washington or local of­ 
fices. 
Basically, each returning 
U.S. citizen is allowed a duty 
exemption of up to $100 — 
fair retail value — provided 
he brings his purchases with 
him, has been outside the 
United States for more than 
48 hours, has not used the 
exemption 
within 
the 
previous 30-day period ad 
the articles are for personal 
or household use — not for 
re-sale. Adults over 21 years 
of age may include one quart 
of liquor and up to IOO cigars. 
There is an additional $100 
duty exemption — for a total 
of $200 — for Americans 
returning from or via the 
U.S. 
Virgin 
Islands, 
American Samoa or Guam. 
They also can bring in one 
gallon of liquor. However, no 
more than $100 in goods and 
one quart of liquor pur­ 


chased elsewhere may be 
included in the $200 exemp­ 
tion. 
Now the travel restrictions 
have ended, visitors to Cuba, 
North Korea,Vietnam and 
Cambodia may purchase up 
to $100 worth of goods in 
those countries. The duty­ 
free allowance, however, 
may be used only once every 
six months and a special 
license from the Treasury is 
required 
for 
purchases 
exceeding $100. 
Americans abroad also 
can mail home gifts of no 
more than $10 in value ($20 
from 
the 
U.S. 
island 
possessions in the Caribbean 
and Pacific) to friends and 
family free of duty or tax if 
the recipient does not get 
more than one package a 
day. These gifts do not have 
to be declared by the sender. 
Liquor and tobacco products 
may not be mailed; barred 
also are alcoholic-based 
perfumes valued at more 
than $1. Write “Unsolicited 
gift — value less than $10 (or 
$20)” on the outside of the 
package. 
There is no limitation on 
the total of purchases you 
can make — except on 
restricted articles — but you 
pay duty on everything over 
the basic exemption, unless 
the items come under the 
U.S. Generalized System of 
Preferences (GSP). 
More than 2,400 items may 
be imported from nearly 140 
developing countries and 
territories free of duty to 
help them strengthen their 
economies. Purchases must 
be for personal use only and 
may accompany the traveler 
or be shipped directly from 
the country. A Certificate of 
Origin may be required in 
certain 
instances 
to 
discourage cheaters. The 
preferred list includes most 
Latin American, Caribbean, 
African and Asian countries. 
Everything 
acquired 
abroad must be declared — 
and that includes gifts and 
articles that may have been 
used during the trip. Repairs 
and alterations to articles 
taken abroad must also be 
declared. 
Customs inspectors will 
accept oral declarations if 
purchases total less than the 
basic free duty exemptions. 
For more information pick 
up a copy of the pamphlets 
“Know Before You Go” and 
“G.S.P. and the Traveler” at 
your local U.S. 
Customs 
office or write to U.S. 
Customs Service, P.O. Box 
7118, Washington, D.C. 20055.

3) 
Obtain

4) Line up necessary 
assistance for the day of the 
move.

the center back of the skirt,

though, mathmatically, this 
doesn’t seem right, it looks 
better.

Dear Betty: For the past 
five years I have been experi­ 
menting with various kinds of 
thread in hopes of finding one 
that will sew on metal-shank 
buttons to stay. I have tried 
linen 
thread, 
buttonhole 
thread, polyester, and any 
other kind that looked dif­ 
ferent — even heavy uphol­ 
stery thread. But the buttons 
still come off. — Frances C. 
Michell, Pittsburgh, PA 
If you have been searching 
for the right thread for five 
years, we certainly can’t say 
you are one to give up! 
I have had the same trouble 
with certain brands of metal 
skirt hooks. The sharp edges 
of the holes cut any and all 
threads. So the problem is not 
with the thread, but with 
what we use it on. Can you 
change to a different type of 
button? 
If not, try Lasso Loops. 
These plastic “filam ents” 
can be “stitched” through 
fabric and button and then 
locked on the underneath 
side. Perhaps the metal 
shank would not cut the 
plastic. 


Dear Betty: I need help 
with some slacks. The legs 
are too wide and I would like 
to restyle them to make them 
more narrow. — E.H.G., 
Joshua Tree, CA 
Easy. Just redraw the 
pants legs to the width you 
like. But, be sure you take off 
the same amount from each 
side of the leg, and from both 
the back and the front. Other­ 
wise, your slacks will not 
hang properly.

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The Visible Woman

In the midst of the last 
century, in the heart of New 
England, lived a woman who 
rarely left her father’s house, 
and often stayed secluded in 
her room. Few realized how 
prolific her writing was until 
after her death, when a box 
was discovered, into which 
she’d slipped more than 1,700 
poems. 
She hadn’t withdrawn from 
the world afterall, as many 
had assumed... she’d simply 
spent a great deal of time 
contemplating life and per­ 
fecting her expression of it. 


Emily Dickinson, the mys­ 
terious Belle of Amherst, is 
enjoying a strong post­ 
humous surge of popularity, 
which seems a bit odd, con­ 
sidering the state of modem 
poetry. Her crystal vision, 
her economy and clarity of 
thought, are a far cry from 
the rambling, sometimes un­ 
intelligible poetry of the late 
1970’s. Yet there it is. The 
quiet little mouse of Amherst 
is memorialized in Broadway 
play and television drama, 
though only seven of her 
poems were published during 
her lifetime. 
I always wanted to see the 
home of Emily Dickinson. 
The town of Amherst, I knew, 
was small. Though Emily’s 
father was an attorney, con­ 
gressman, and treasurer of 
Amherst College, the house 
itself wasn’t excessively 
large. Yet for Emily it con­ 
tained the whole world. What 
could it be like, a house that 
the resident would write: 
“Eden is that old­ 
fashioned house 


“We dwell in every 
day, 
“Without 
suspecting 
our abode 
“Until we drive away.” 


(The Single Hound.) 
She seldom did drive away 
because her home was big as 
she needed it to be. It con­ 
tained everything necessary 
for the nurturing of her poetic 
spirit. 
Admirers of Dickinson’s 
poetry came to know the 
house well, if only inside our 
minds. I wondered, as I drove 
toward Amherst, if I went in­ 
side, would I see that “Cer­ 
tain slant of light,” the poet 
described? Would I recognize 
the room where she retreated 
to read a letter properly? 
This is a house where simple 
things, even the coming of a 
visitor, became significant. 


“What fortitude the 
Soul contains, 
“That it can so endure 
“The accent of a com­ 
ing Foot — 
“The opening of a Door 
M 
Would I see it as she had 
seen it? There is very little 
mystery as to why Emily 
Dickinson led such a quiet life 
in this house. To be well 
known would be such a terri­ 
ble nuisance. 


“How public, like a 
frog 
“To tell your name the 
livelong day 
“To an admiring bog! ” 
Even one of ho* most 
famous poems about death, 
The Chariot, describes death 
in terms of leaving this house, 
and driving slowly toward 
eternity. 
So it was with curiosity that 
I approached Amherst, which 


like all of America, has ex­ 
panded since the mid-19th 
Century, and the years of 
Emily Dickinson. The College 
of Amherst and the inner vil­ 
lage has managed to retain 
its New England charm, 


though the current chic of 
candle shops and blue jean 
stores has invaded there too. 
At a drug store I bought a 
postcard with a photograph of 
the Dickinson house, with 
some information (rn the re­ 
verse side. 
The dwelling was built by 
her grandfather, one of the 
founders of Amherst College 
in 1813, and was the first 
brick residence in that town. 
Near midnight, December IO, 
1830, Emily was bom there. 
We drove to the house, 
which is only a few blocks 
from Amherst’s main street. 
It is surrounded by a tall bar­ 
rier of lush trees, broad 
lawns, and gardens. The front 
steps come nearly down to 
the sidewalk, and a small 
white sign sets it apart as a 
place of historic significance. 
The sign also tells me that 
the house belongs to Amherst 
College and is open for tours 
only on Tuesdays between IO 
a.m. and 2 p.m., and even 
then, by appointment only. 
Two ladies stand chatting on 
the porch, and they speak to 
us. 
The house, it seems, is a 
domicile for visiting faculty 
members. “Do you live 
here?” I asked one of the 
women. 
“Yes.” she replied. “Aren’t 
I 
lucky?” 
With 
that, 
she excused herself and went 
inside, closing the door be­ 
hind her. 
I was immediately re­ 
minded of a visit to Thoreau’s 
Walden Pond, and the be­ 
wilderment I felt on discover­ 
ing that it now costs a dollar 
to park at the philosopher’s 
retreat. How glad I was to 
realize that we tourists aren’t 
allowed to flood through and 
disturb the private, quiet 
world Emily Dickinson had 
preserved for herself. 
No Trace of Fonzie in 
Real Henry Winkler

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — 
When Henry Winkler isn’t 
working in a scene for 
“Happy Days” he kicks the 
Fonz habit automatically. 
There wasn’t a trace of the 
wise-cracking Fonzie in 
H e n r y ’s 
P a r a m o u n t 
dressing room the other day. 
Henry was on a lunch break 
from his starring role in 
“The One, The Only,” his 
second movie this year. 
Henry, in fact, is the an­ 
tithesis of the Fonz. He’s 
inordinately sensitive to 
other peoples' feelings, 
intellectually inclined and 
speaks more passionately 
about acting than about 
females. 
His personal popularity is 
at its height. His series is in 
the top IO. Film producers 
clamor for his services. Yet 
Winkler is as insecure as an 
aspen leaf in a tornado, a 
m o s t 
u n - F o n z - l i k e 
manifestation. 
One suspects Henry is a 
worrier. At the moment he is 
troubled about his future as 
a movie star. 
He hasn’t seen a single 
frame of film on “The One, 
The Only,” nor a foot of 
celluloid of “Heroes,” which 
he completed at Universal 
Pictures this spring. 
“I’m frightened of both 
pictures,” 
Henry 
said 
unhappily. “I work on in­ 
stinct and impulse. I don’t go 
to dailies to see what I’m 
doing up there on the screen. 
So I’m 
unsure of my 
progress. 
“I skip dailies because I’m 


afraid they would pervert 
me, make me too conscious 
of myself, prevent me from 
concentrating 
on 
the 
character I’m playing. 
“I don’t know how the 
pictures will be accepted. 
But I am aware that both 
characters I play are totally 
unrelated to the Fonz. 
There’s an entirely different 
milieu involved. 
“I’m either in or out of the 
movie business depending on 
how these pictures are recei­ 
ved. I’ve gambled and I’ve 
grown up as an actor since I 
last worked in features. 
“But life is filled with 
risks. You either take them 
or you don’t. I’ve been taking 
them since I can remem­ 
ber.” 
Henry isn’t new to movies. 
Indeed, he had top roles in 
“The Lords of Flatbush” and 
“Crazy Joe” before “Happy 
Days” propelled him to 
superstardom. But in his 
pre-fame 
days 
Henry’s 
reputation wasn’t on the line. 
He wasn’t expected to carry 
a film on his own shoulders. 
The characters in both 
early films, like the Fonz, 
were street people. Both new 
pictures are love stories. In 
“Heroes” Henry plays a 
Vietnam vet. In “The One, 
The Only,” he’s an actor- 
turned-wrestler. 
Henry proudly announced 
that he did almost all his own 
stunts, including wrestling, 
in both pictures. 
“But ITI never make two 
movies in a row like this 
again,” he said. “I only had 
two weeks off between them. 


An actor really needs time to 
recharge.” 
Henry was interrupted by 
the arrival of his girlfriend, 
Stacey Weitzman, a chic, 
intelligent woman with soft 
eyes. She runs her own 
public relations firm for 
fashion houses. 
“How did they look?” 
Henry asked. 
Stacey had returned from 
watching the previous day’s 
footage of “The One, The 
Only.” She told Henry in 
detail which shots were most 
effective and gave her 
opinion of his performance. 
“Stacey’s really great at 
judging what I do on the 
screen,” Winkler explained. 
“She isn’t part of show 
business so she can give me 
an honest, objective view of 
what she sees. You know, as 
if she were part of a theater 
audience.” 
Winkler 
speaks 
af­ 
fectionately of Stacey but 
keeps his private life to 
himself. She has been his 
favorite companion for more 
than a year. Whether they 
have permanent plans for 
the future is known only to 
Henry and Stacey. 
Henry faces an important 
career decision in the next 
few months. This is the final 
season of his five-year 
contract with Paramount 
and ABC-TV for “Happy 
Days.” He must choose 
whether to continue as the 
Fonz or cut out for movies. 
“My conscience has not 
yet made up its mind,” he 
said. “I feel a great deal of 
responsibility for the show.”

Ammonia cuts smoke odor 


POLLY'S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY - I have a sofa saturated with the 
odor of cigarette smoke and wonder if there is anything 
I can do about it?

DEAR WILMA - Of course, the first thing would be 
to air the sofa if possible. A breezy sunny day would be 
best.

Bowls of vinegar are often a help and charcoal pieces 
(between waxed paper but not closed up in it) could be 
placed under the cushions or, if you prefer, open cakes 
of scented soap.

DEAR POLLY - I was interested in Christine s Pointer 
concerning the use of coffee to remove the odor of smoke from 
cupboards and your mention of that being a rather expensive 
cure considering the present price of coffee. My mother used 
to sprinkle coffee grounds on the hot lid of the coal stove to 
remove offensive odors. I have also done that but with the pre­ 
sent price of coffee one can use used grounds. Place some in a 
heavy skillet for a few minutes. Did you ever notice how 
strong the scent of coffee is when the grounds are removed 
from the basket in a percolator? I would try placing used hot 
grounds in a cupboard or wherever an odor was. — IRENE. 
DEAR POLLY—To get coffee stains out of a glass coffee pot 
put a few ice cubes in the pot and jiggle them around. The 
stains will soon disappear. — MRS. E. H. 
DEAR POLLY — When you want to paint your woodwork 
but have wall to wall carpeting, cover the carpet with 
newspapers for protection. Next take an old metal automobile 
license plate and bend the edge along the length of the plate to 
make a slight curve and as you paint hold the bent edge firmly 
over the edge of the carpet next to the baseboard. You will 
have to wipe the metal plate off each time it is moved but this 
does do a neat and fast job. — MRS. V. J. 
DEAR POLLY — I use a toilet cleaning brush with good 
strong bristles for cleaning the floor in the car. There is not 
much room in our garage and it is hard to get the vacuum in. A 
broom is too big and the bristles always break off of a whisk 
broom and have to be picked up so this brush works well as it 
is easy to get in and around and it flips the dirt out quite well.

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Teachers Fed Up With Jobs Today 


Apathy, Low 
Pay,Lack of Support Listed as Major Grievances

Today’s teachers are more 
fed up with their jobs than 
ever before, a National 
E ducation 
A ssociation 
survey of its mem bers 
shows. 
The poll, similar to one 
conducted every five years, 
also found the contemporary 
teacher is younger, better 
educated and better paid 
than at any time in the 
history of American public 


education. 
What gives teachers that 
fed up feeling? According to 
the survey distributed at the 
N a t i o n a l 
E d u c a t i o n 
Association’s convention in 
Minneapolis, the gripe list 
includes: 
—Unhappiness over a lack 
of 
support 
from 
ad­ 
ministrators. 
—Low salaries. 
—Apathetic students. 
—Apathetic parents. 
The younger average age 
of teachers, 33 versus 41 in 


1961, does not reflect a youth 
cult in school personnel 
policies. 
Rather, the survey shoed, 
it is linked to “older teachers 
leaving in droves.” 
The dissatisfactions push 
many of the older teachers 
out, it was reported. 
As a result, the percentage 
of teachers with 20 or more 
years of experience is half 
what it was 15 years ago - 
from 28 percent in 1961 to 14 
percent in 1976. 
On support from ad­ 


m inistrators, only eight 
percent of the teachers said 
they 
received excellent 
support from that source. In 
1966, 35 percent of the 
teachers said they received 
good support from 
ad­ 
ministrators. 
Some teachers said the 
administrators can’t 
help 
what's going on these days. 
“They’re caught in the 
middle, too,” said Noel 
Connall, 
a 
high 
school 
teacher from Coos Bay, Ore. 
For 
veteran 
teachers 


participating in the survey 
the most puzzling change is 
that in students. 
Gail Ihrig. an elementary 
teacher 
from 
Mankato, 
Minn., said more than one- 
fourth of her students come 
from 
single 
parent 
or 
divorced families. 
“Some days, you just have 
to forget about math and talk 
about getting along with 
each 
other 
and 
about 
values.” 
Terry Herndon, executive 
director of the National 


Education 
Association, 
referred to studies on the 
breakup of the traditional 
family. Then, he said: 
“We are doing a tough, 
frustrating and lonely job. . 
and have become the adult 
society’s last alternative to 
abandoning millions of its 
heirs to the streets." 
It also came out at the 
a s s o c i a t i o n ’s 
annual 
meeting that teachers these 
days 
have 
an 
image 
problem. This is especially 
true in communities where 


they have gone on strike for 
higher wages or a bigger 
voice in education matters. 
“They love us individually 
and hate us collectively,” 
said Alice Johnson, 
an 
elem entary teacher from 
Warren, Mich. 
It 
seem s 
when 
the 
teachers 
become 
more 
aggressive, political and 
unionized, they paid with a 
loss of community support. 
But leadership of the 
N a t i o n a l 
E d u c a t i o n 
Association looks at the loss 


philosophically. 
John Ryor, president, told 
the 8,000 delegates at Min­ 
neapolis: 
“Like it or not, we live in a 
society which tends to value 
people in proportion to the 
way they value themselves. 
“ The 
teacher 
image 
should not necessarily be the 
one that makes us feel best, 
but rather the one that is 
most beneficial to us "

His prize quote is from 
I/juis Armstrong, the one and 
only “Satchmo,” a man who 
was one of the truly great 
musicians of this century. 
This is what Ixiuis Armstrong 
responded: 
“My belief is that as long as 
a person is breathing, they 
will have a chance to use and 
exert se the talents which 
they were born with.” 
Irater on, Satchmo added, 
“I do not believe that there is 
any such thing as being ‘On 
the way out’ as long as you 
are doing something that in­ 
terests you and it is good. Be­ 
lieve me, you are in business 
as long as you are breath­ 
ing.” 


What a 
profound 
life- 
oriented philosophy this is! I 
cannot 
believe 
his 
music 
would have been as great 
without this life attitude. 
Too often we live life with 
self-limitations imposed on us 
because of time. We think we 
will do this by the time we are 
30, and something else by the 
time we are 50, and with luck, 
we wiLl retire when we are 62 
or 65, and after that we are 
just holding on. 
This is missing the whole 
point, according to lx>uis, and 
his observation of life. The 
most creative, alive people in 
my church are chronologi­ 
cally “past it,” and they are 
far from just hanging on. 
lf you will read again what 
the old jazz master said, you 
will see that each day of our 
life should be spent using our 
talents and abilities to their 
very limits of 
possibility.

NORFOLK, Va. (UPI) -

Quinlan 
entered St. Mary’s Church 
on Palm Sunday riding a 
three-ton fork lift. 
With the

congregation tossing confetti 
and singing “Ease On Down 
the Road,” Quinlan rolled 
down the center isle he and 
parishoners 
had 
paved 
earlier with 2,000 yellow 
bricks. 
Quinlan, 
whose 
rapid 
street talk makes him sound 
like a combination between 
TV supercop Kojak and an 
upbeat radio disc jockey, 
stepped up to the pulpit. 
He and the congregation 
conducted mass — together. 
Hand-clapping, 
joyous 
parishoners performed the 
Broadway musinal “Whiz,” 
the black version of the 
Wizard of Oz. A young man 
played the Tin Man, another 
the Scare Crow and a third 
the Lion. A teen-age girl, 
playing Dorothy, sang “If 
You Believe.” 
“I challenge them to belie­ 
ve,” 
Quinlan 
said 
af­ 
terwards of the liturgy, 
which sym bolized Jesus 
Christ’s 
walk 
up 
to 
Jerusalem. It is only one of 
scores of such creative 
liturgies he 
has held in 
recent years. 
“If they don’t believe they 
might 
as well 
be 
home 
having a three day drunk,” 
he said. 


Parishoners Get Involved 


Since he arrived at St. 
Mary’s, a Roman Catholic 
church in a lower income 
neighborhood of this port 
city two years ago, family 
m em bership has 
soared 
from under 200 to more than 
500. 
Quinlan, 46, is the son of a 
New 
England 
beer 
distributor. He has shoulder- 
length hair, is missing a 
front tooth and wears tat­ 
tered clothes. He is known as 
“T.Q,” his initials. 
He motivates. 
Services are dominated by 
spirited singing and ser­ 
mons. He wants parishoners 
to do more than go through 
the motions of church goers. 
He wants them to believe. If 
they don’t like it, he shows 
them the door. 
“Church is like a saloon,” 
Quinlan has bellowed from 
his pulpit. “The doors swing 
in and the doors swing out. If 
you don’t believe get the hell 
out.” 
Quinlan began the creative 
liturgies several years ago 
out of what he saw as a need 
to get 
parishoners 
more 
involved in services and to 
better understand the Bible. 
One Holy Week, with the 
idea that “Life is a circus,” 
he replaced the altar with a 
m e r r y - g o - r o u n d 
with 
parishoners reading the 
script urs. 


On Palm Sunday, 1976, he 
had a 
policem an, 
sym ­ 
bolizing the temple guards, 
ride his motorcyle ride down 
the center isle with his lights 
flashing and horn blaring. 
During President Nixon’s 
final 
days in the White 
House, Quinlan and his then 
N o r t h e r n 
V i r g i n i a 
parishoners went to the 
Potomac River outside of 
Washington and excised the 
water. 
Quinlan 
receives raised 
eyebrows as well as raves. 
Once he got a raised fist. 
A career military officer 
in Northern Virginia felt so 
affronted 
by 
Quinlan’s 
unorthodox style he wanted 
to hit him. But the man’s 
wife stopped him before a 
punch could be thrown. 
Other parishoners are 
offended by his style and 
sometimes salty speech. But 
they are in the minority. 
“I love him to death,” said 
M aggie Smith, who has 
served as a secretary at St. 
Mary’s for 17 years. “I fight 
with him sometimes, but I 
love him. He has created a 
new spirit and excitement 
here. 
“He is a worker. He cares 
about people. He remembers 
his parishoners. If he doesn’t 
see them around, he will call 
and ask what’s wrong.” 
Calvin Thomas Jr., 17, who

If we take what we 
have learned from the past 
and put it to work solving the 
problems of tomorrow, it will 
be a better tomorrow.” 
Do something alive and in­ 
teresting to you and do some­ 
thing like that every day. Use 
what you have learned to 
make life more meaningful 
and richer, then how can you 
grow old mentally witn that 
kind of life and vitality going 
for you? 
With that attitude you can­ 
not think of quitting, and the 
only thing that you should 
fear is the possibility that 
there might not be enough 
time to do all the things that 
you want to do, explore, or 
learn. Remember, “You are 
in business as long as you are 
breathing.”

“In another diocese, I may 
have been suspended,” he 
said. “But this is one of the 
most liberal on the East 
Coast.”

That modern shopping 
mall, in which you enjoyed 
browsing around during the 
past week, quite possibly 
wouldn’t be there at all were 
it not for a tax shelter real es­ 
tate syndication. 
At least, that’s the key 
motivation for many of to­ 
day’s developers and inves­ 
tors who eye major income- 
producing properties as a 
choice investment form. It 
produces a good tax sheltered 
income with a high degree of 
security. 
Many investors would like 
to own such property, and en­ 
joy the benefits thereof, but 
can’t begin to come up with 
the required cash invest­ 
ment. But they can invest in a 
syndicate, which in turn de­ 
velops or acquires a shopping 
center or other income-pro­ 
ducing property. 
By this method, the small 
investor can at least have “ a 
piece of the action,” and en­ 
joy the same basic advan­ 
tages as does the major in­ 
vestor who buys the whole 
pie. And more small inves­ 
tors are doing just that. 
Generally, today’s inves­ 
tors are becoming more in­ 
terested in income-producing 
real estate because its capital 
appreciation is usually faster 
and larger than corporate in­ 
vestments and offer at least 
equivalent security. Real es­ 
tate investments also serve 
as a protector against infla­ 
tionary elements. 
This point was expressed 
recently by Richard R. Wood, 
president of the Real Estate 
and Syndication Institute 
(RESSI). 
Persons who decide to be­ 
come investor-participants in 
a real estate syndicate usual­ 


ly become limited partners. 
As such, they benefit from 
several advantages: 
They can invest as little as 
$1,000. They become a pas­ 
sive investor whose liability 
is limited to their original in­ 
vestment. It provides sub­ 
stantial income tax benefits. 
It should also be noted that 
real estate syndications are 
regulated in most states by 
both federal and state securi­ 
ties commissions, offering 
some assurance to the inves­ 
tor of proper information and 
disclosure, and a fair alloca­ 
tion of fees and profits. 
On the negative side, we 
should point out that the tax 
breaks once realized by in­ 
vesting in improved real es­ 
tate (via syndications or 
otherwise) have been some­ 
what reduced by the 1976 Tax 
Reform Act. 
Stiffer minimum tax re­ 
quirements have decreased 
the benefits of capital gains 
and accelerated depreciation 
provisions of the tax law.
